J a m e s K. Polk, eleventh president 
of the United States, was born in 
Mecklenburg county. North Carolina, 
IL I years ago today. He was g ra d ­ 
uated from the university of N orth 
Carolina and at the early age of 25 
j was adm itted to the bar.
